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OVER  70  YEARS  OF  W9PH  HAM  RADIO

We  are  greeted  at  the  front  door  by 
Richard  R.  Ranson  and  his  wife,  and  enter 
his  immaculately  kept  home.  He  takes  our 
coats  and  hangs  them  carefully  in  the  front 
closet,  then  guides  us  to  the  living  room  and 
we  settle  down  to  talk  about  Amateur  Radio. 

Chairman  W9VQD,  Secretary  W9YCV, 
and  Treasurer  K9GDF,  of  Wisconsin  QCWA 
Chapter  55,  were  on  hand  for  the 
presentation  of  the  70th  Anniversary  Award 
to  W9PH  as  a  distinguished  QCWA  member. 
This  is  only  award  number  18  of  its  kind 
worldwide. 

Dick's  story  starts  when  he  was  13 
years  old:  "We  strung  bellwire  down  the 
alley  and  put  a  buzzer  at  each  end  with  a 
couple  of  neighborhood  experimenters.  From 
that  we  got  into  the  Ford  spark  coil  and 
on-the-air,"  the  year  was  1914.  "I  still  have 
the  transformer  and  I  remember  the  18-  by 
24-  inch  graphic  plates  1  used  to  make 
condensers  for  a  1  Kw  rotary  spark 
transmitter." 

Neatly  dressed  in  a  long-sleeve  white 
shirt,  a  tie  with  tie-clip,  freshly  pressed 
brown  pants  and  shiny  wing  tip  shoes,  he 
continues  the  story  with  a  slight  quiver  in 
his  voice,  "I  tried  to  get  my  lessons  done  just 
as  soon  as  1  come  home  from  school  and  then 
after  supper,  from  7  to  9  o'clock,  1  work  on 
the  wireless."  In  those  days,  the  government 
stations  did  the  heaviest  sending  all  night, 
and  the  Amateurs  would  practice. 

Living  in  Decatur  at  the  time,  Dick  was 
more  than  150  miles  from  the  Chicago  or  St. 
Louis  testing  points,  so  he  took  the 
Conditional  exam  and  became  9PH.  "The  test 
was  easy,  just  some  written  questions  and  a 
notarized  statement  that  I  knew  five  word 
per  minute  code."  Most  QSOs  were  generally 
within  a  radius  of  50  to  100  miles,  but  Dick's 
farthest  in  those  days  was  with  Texas. 

Dick  doesn't  need  a  hearing  aid,  but 
does  complain  of  a  problem  when  using  CW. 
"1  feel  bad  because  I  get  an  involuntary  tick 
in  my  wrist  and  a  'D'  comes  out  'B'  every 
once  in  a  while,  and  a  ' B’  comes  out  a  '6'. 
I'm  worse  off  than  a  guy  with  a  bug."  We 
reassure  Dick  that  most  of  us  have  trouble 
with  them  dots. 

As  we  browse  through  a  scrapbook  of 
pictures  and  clippings,  one  certificate 


catches  our  eyes.  Its  Dick's  Charter 
Membership  to  the  National  Wireless 
Association  for  1917,  an  organization  that 
disbanded  during  World  War  I.  *'When  1 
wanted  to  get  my  Extra  Class  in  1953, 
thought  I  would  get  it  under  the 
grandfather  clause.  When  1  went,  they  gave 
me  the  whole  test.  But  I  passed." 

Regarding  his  1967  retirement  on  a 
fixed  pension,  Dick  reinforces  his 
explanations  with  humorous  arm  gestures: 
one  arm  level  for  pension  income  and  the 
other  sharply  inclining  and  crossing  to 
represent  expenses,  making  a  graph  in  mid¬ 
air. 

"Has  hamming  helped  you?"  I  ask. 
Without  hesitation,  Dick  replies,  "The  Ham 
Radio  background  has  been  invaluable.  Y ou 
learn  to  do  things  on  your  own  and  if  they 
don't  work  at  first,  why,  you  try  them 
again.  Ham  Radio  wasn’t  very  much  cut  and 
dried.  It's  pretty  necssary  to  try  it  and  find 
out." 

What  do  you  think  about  new 
technology?  "It's  fantastic."  Dick 
enthusiastically  says,  "I  enjoy  the  computer 
oriented  features  like  the  memories.  Like 
the  other  day,  in  the  VHF  contest,  you'd  be 
talking  to  somebody,  put  it  into  memory,  go 
back  fishing  around,  and  come  back  to  the 
same  place.  Dick  looks  a  bit  puzzled,  so  I 
ask  him  what's  wrong.  "1  only  got  six  grid 
squares  in  the  contest." 

What  about  Amateur  Radio  in  the 
future?  "The  secrecy  thing  has  got  me  more 
concerned  than  anything  else.  I  don't  know 
what's  going  to  happen,  we've  been  free 
and  easy  here  in  this  country.  With 
practically  no  restrictions  on  Ham  Radio, 
we've  been  trusted  for  ethical  operations. 
Laws  might  pass  Congress  to  make  it  a 
felony  to  have  a  receiver,  that  gets  to  me." 

A  few  seconds  pass,  and  Dick  relates 
the  past  to  the  future.  "Some  of  the  old 
techniques  are  left  out  of  the  new  Amateur 
Radio  books  and  magazines.  And  it's 
ridiculous  how  long  it  takes  cards  to  go 
through  the  bureau." 

What's  your  most  memorable  QSO?  "I 
got  lost  down  in  Oklahoma  one  time  while 
mobile  and  I  tried  to  get  some  help.  1  don't 
know  if  it  was  on  40  meters,  but  I  hooked 
up  with  a  guy  in  Connecticut.  He  was  very 
helpful.  He  says,  'There  aren't  any  roads 
out  there  where  you're  at.'" 

On  how  to  become  an  oldtimer  in 
hamming,  Dick  says,  "You  just  never  give 
up,  once  it's  in  your  blood.  You  can  always 
fall  back  on  it  day  or  night.  When  you're  ill 
even,  you  can  start  sending  code  to  yourself 
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in  the  hospital  bed  without  anybody  to  listen 
to  it,"  and  he  laughs. 

In  all  his  years  of  operating,  Mr.  Ranson 
has  not  yet  received  an  FCC  citation  for 
breaking  a  rule. 

Dick's  Ham  career  can  be  summarized 
by  paraphrasing  an  old  newspaper  clipping  he 
has  stuck  on  a  world  map  in  his  shack,  'if 
something  is  worth  doing,  it's  worth  doing 
right.' 

The  old  mantel  clock  on  a  table  across 
the  room  chimes  three  times,  the  visit  has 
whizzed  by  but  gave  us  good  memories. 

As  we  get  in  our  cars  and  slowly  drive 
away,  W9PH  stands  in  his  doorway  and  polite¬ 
ly  responds  to  each  of  our  waves,  the  same 
waving  hand  that  continues  to  tap  out  radio 
signals  as  it  has  done  for  over  72  years.

MORE  ON  H.R.  3378 
From  the  Westlink  Report,  Feb.  7,  1986 

The  trepidations  of  Ham  and  SWLs  sur¬ 
rounding  the  proposed  Electronic  Communica¬ 
tions  Privacy  Act  are  now  a  part  of  the 
Congressional  record  as  a  result  of  testimony 
by  the  ARRL  and  ANARC  at  a  House  Sub¬ 
committee  on  Courts,  Civil  Liberties  and  the 
Administration  of  Justice  hearing  on  HR-3378 
held  January  30  in  Washington,  D.C. 

The  two  hour  meeting  took  testimony 
from  two  panels. 

The  first  consisted  of  two  represen¬ 
tatives  of  the  AT&T  telephone  system.  One 
spoke  on  corporate  security  while  the 
second,  an  attorney,  dealt  with  legal  consi¬ 
derations.  Both  stressed  the  need  for  commu¬ 
nications  security,  particularly  for  the 
company’s  customers. 

The  second  panel  consisted  of  ARRL 
Secretary  Perry  Williams,  W1UED;  Terry 
Colgan  of  the  Association  of  North  American 
Radio  Clubs  (ANARC);  and  the  Vice  Presi¬ 
dent  for  Corporate  Planning  for  the  Ft. 
Worth,  Texas,  based  Tandy  Corporation. 

The  Tandy  presentation  appeared  to  be 
somewhat  ambivalent  because  the  company  is 
caught  between  the  proverbial  "rock  and  a 
hard  place."  The  company  serves  both  the 
cellular  telephone  and  scanner  radio  markets 
with  equal  vigor. 

The  stand  of  the  ARRL  was  another 
matter.  The  League's  position  in  direct  oppo¬ 
sition  to  HR  -  3378  has  apparently  hardened 
considerably  since  Perry  Williams  wrote  his 
editorial  which  appears  in  the  current  issue 
of  QST. 


It?  League  took  the.  position  that  HR 
3378,  in  its  present  form,  is  not  a  good  bill: 
it  would  place  undue  constraints  upon  Ama¬ 
teur  Radio  in  non-Amateur  affairs  (i.e., 
third  party  autopatches,  etc.)  as*  well  as 
endangering  the  civil  liberties  of  the  gener¬ 
al  public. 

It  was,  however,  the  testimony  of 
AN  ARC’S  Terry  Colgan  that  did  the  most 
damage  to  the  intransigent  stand  of  the 
various  telephone  lobby  interests  that  sup¬ 
port  the  bill  as  written. 

The  first  showed  a  simple  speech 
inversion  encryption  technique  and  its 
effect  of  providing  security  to  communica¬ 
tions.  Then  he  showed  the  $4.00  1C  that 
accomplished  the  encoding-decoding  task. 
He  followed  this  with  another  taped  demon¬ 
stration  of  a  sophisticated  digital  voice 
encryption  system  and  again  produced  for 
inspection  the  $40  chip  set  needed  for  the 
technique. 

He  also  had,  but  did  not  play,  an  audio 
recording  of  various  cellular  radiotelephone 
conversations  which  were  recorded  directly 
from  a  low  cost  ,  consumer  television 
receiver,  arguing  the  fact  that  any  citizen 
who  owns  any  television  set  with  a  UHF 
tuner  is  capable  of  systematic  monitoring  of 
the  cellular  radiotelephone  band. 

Colgan  opted  not  to  play  the  recording 
because  of  current  laws  which  forbid  the 
divulging  of  any  communications  other  than 
those  permitted  under  the  Communications 
Act.  However,  he  explained  the  content  of 
the  tape,  the  technique  used  to  gamer  the 
signals,  and  concluded,  "This  is  as  simple  as 
it  can  get!" 

Most  observers  agreed  that  the  Hams 
and  SWLs  made  an  effective  presentation 
and  that  the  testimony  given  at  this  hearing 
will  definitely  have  an  impact  on  the  final 
version  of  HR  -  3378  that  v/ill  come  from 
this  subcommittee.
